Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Division  of  Police  for  the  calendar  year  1937.     The  statistics  presented 
herein  constitute  a  fair  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  force  during 
this  period  and  give  significant  facts  about  crime  and  offenders  in  the 
city.     They  have  been  compiled  from  our  basic  records  in  compliance  with 
the  standards  advocated  by  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of 
Police  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 

For  several  years  improvements  in  the  Division  of  Police  have 
been  from  within.     However,  after  a  "police  recruit"  classification  was 
established  early  in  the  year  and  the  enrollment  of  100  new  men  was  auth- 
orized, we  were  able  to  take  steps  to  add  to  the  personnel.     Three  classes 
for  recruits  were  conducted  during  the  year,  and,  although  curtailment  of 
funds  prevented  the  admission  of  the  full  quota  of  100,  the 'size  of  the 
force  was  gradually  increased  from  633  to  714.     The  average  daily  effective 
strength  during  the  year  was  554  as  compared  with  503  in  1936.     The  value 
of  this  increase  in  personnel  was  apparent  on  Election  Day  when,  for  the 
first  time  in  years,  it  was  possible  adequately  to  police  the  polling 
places.     Nevertheless,  there  is  still  room  for  more  expansion.     Two  hundred 
and  eighty  policemen  are  needed  to  bring  our  force  up  to  the  average  of 
other  large  cities. 

In  June,   the  Safety  Patrol  moved  into  specially  designed  quarters 
in  City  Hall,  adjoining  Central  Station.     This  permitted  the  centralization 
of  all  traffic  functions,  accident  investigation,  accident  prevention  and 
traffic  control,  under  one  head.     Accordingly,  the  personnel  of  this  branch 
of  the  service  was  increased  by  the  transfer  of  men  from  each  district  to 
number  92  on  December  31. 

We  believe  that  the  work  of  the  Traffic  Accident  Prevention  Squad, 
which  was  organized  in  1936,  is  proving  effective.     There  were  six  less  per- 
sons killed  in  auto  accidents  in  1937  than  in  1936,  a  decrease  of  5%. 
Injuries  show  a  decrease  of  2%  (after  adjusting  figures  for  variation  in  the 
reporting) .     When  investigation  of  accidents  shows  that  traffic  laws  have 
been  violated,  arrests  are  made.     This  was  done  in  31$  of  the  cases  investi- 
gated, 90$  of  which  were  convicted  in  court.     There'were  6,883  accidents 
investigated  during  the  year  out  of  a  total  of  8,782  reported. 

Transmission  and  reception  of  radio  messages  from  Station  WKDU 
have  been  improved  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  cathode  ray  oscilloscope  to 
check  on  the  transmitter  and  the  installation  of  several  new  crystal-control 
type  receiving  sets  in  some  of  the  police  cars.     We  hope  eventually  to  equip 
every  car  with  one  of  these  new  sets.     Typical  of  the  constant,  unceasing 
vigilance  maintained  by  our  men  is  an  average  derived  from  the  number  of 
radio  calls  broadcast  during  the  year:     every  three  minutes  of  the  day  and 
night  a  message  was  sent  over  the  air,  each  resulting  in  some  definite  form 
of  police  action.

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Foot  beats  in  the  downtown  districts  were  revised  in  July  to 
include  17  new  beats  throughout  the  business  and  densely  populated  portion 
of  the  area.     At  the  same  time  forty-one  additional  patrolmen  were  assigned 
to  these  districts  on  the  second  and  third  reliefs.     Motorcycle  beats  and 
accident  investigation  car  areas  were  also  revised  along  with  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Safety  Patrol,  to  give  more  uniform  coverage  of  the  city. 

During  the  year  thirty-eight  new  automobiles,  including  twenty- 
two  Chevrolet  coupes,  five  Ford  V-8  coupes  and  seven  Ford  V-8  sedans,  and 
ten  new  Harley-Davidson  solo  motorcycles  were  purchased.  Twelve  cars  and 
one  motorcycle  represent  an  addition  to  our  motor  equipment,  the  rest 
replaced  old,  worn  vehicles.  We  now  have  in  service  eight  patrols,  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  automobiles  and  thirty-five  motorcycles.  All  patrols 
and  automobiles  are  equipped  with  radio  receiving  sets,  as  are  six  motor- 
cycles . 

"In  service"  training  has  been  continued  this. year.     All  commiss- 
ioned and  non-commissioned  officers  were  given  a  special  course  in  general 
police  procedure.     In  addition  classes  were  offered  in  accident  investiga- 
tion procedure  and  accident  prevention,   in  which  attendance  was  voluntary. 
One  hundred  and  thirteen  men  enrolled  for  these  classes,  although  it  was 
necessary  for  them  to  devote  their  own  time  off  duty  to  the  class  meetings. 
We  think  that  this  reflects,  in  a  sense,   the  keen  interest  the  men  have  for 
their  work. 

An  outdoor  pistol  range  was  built  at  Bald  Knob  and  the  first  annual 
medal  shoot  was  held  there  in  September.     Mr.  Fred  W.  Schwenck,  a  Cincinnati 
business  man,  very  generously  donated  a  bronze  plaque  for  high  unit,  a  dia- 
mond-studded championship  medal  and  gold  medals  for  high  man  in  each  unit. 
The  course  fired  was  the  "Camp  Perry  Police  Course"  at  25  yds.  Patrolman 
George  W.  Berheide,  District  3,  won  the  championship  with  a  score  of  133  out 
of  a  possible  150:     47  points  at  slow  fire   (5  shots  in  5  minutes),  45  at 
time  fire  (5  shots  in  20  seconds)   and  41  at  rapid  fire   (5  shots  In  10  sec- 
onds).    Safety  Patrol  won  the  plaque  with  an  average  score  of  61.4. 

On  January  22  it  became  necessary  to  have  the  force  work  in  two 
shifts  of  twelve  hours  each,  due  to  the  flood  which  caused  the  Ohio  River  to 
reach  a  crest  of  eighty  feet,  twenty-eight  feet  above  flood   stage.  Twenty- 
four  square  miles  of  the  city  were  inundated  and  the  water  front  measured 
fifty- two  miles.     For  several  days  the  city  was  without  water  and  electric 
street  lights.     The  Ohio  National  Guard  and  the  Ohio  Naval  Coast  Guard  sent 
1,535  men  to  aid  our  men  in  policing  the  city.     It  was  not  necessary  to 
declare  martial  law,  as,  with  their  help,  we  were  able  to  meet  every  emerg- 
ency.    Throughout  this  crisis  the  morale  of  the  force  was  most  commendable. 
The  men  responded  willingly  "to  the  many  unusual  tasks  that  they  were  called 
upon  to  perform. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  one  member  of  the  force  during 
the  year  due  to  over-exertion  in  the  line  of  duty.     Patrolman  Harry  L.  Ward, 
District  6,   succumbed  to  a  heart  attack  after  twelve  hours  of  active  duty 
rowing  a  boat  in  the  rain  during  the  flood.     Another  member,  Patrolman 
Charles  Kneisel,  District  5,  met  death  in  an  automobile  accident  when  respond- 
ing to  a  radio  call.     Although  several  were  wounded  in  action,  no  one  was 
killed  this  year  at  the  hands  of  criminals.

AN  OUTLINE  OF  CINCINNATI  POLICE  HISTORY 


Settled  in  1788,  and  a  frontier  town  for  many  years,  Cincinnati 
was  incorporated  as  a  village  in  1802,  with  a  population  of  some  800  souls. 
Today,   the  City  of  Cincinnati  comprises  approximately  473,000  persons. 

Earliest  policing  dates  from  1803,  when  a  night  watch  of  all  male 
citizens  over  21  years  of  age,  serving  in  rotation  without  pay,  was  estab- 
lished by  the  President  of  Council  (Mayor).     Each  man  thus  serving  carried 
a  watchman's  rattle  for  summoning  assistance  and  giving  signals. 

With  Cincinnati's  rapid  growth  to  a  city,   certain  citizens,  irked 
by  their  enforced  duty  as  watchmen ,  initiated  a  movement  in  1819  to  establish 
a  fund  to  pay  for  the  services  of  professional  night-watchmen  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor.    In  that  year  the  City's  population  was  9,000,  and  the  corpora- 
tion limits  were  from  Sixth  Street  to  the  Ohio  River  and  from  Eggleston  Ave. 
to  Walnut  St.     By  1826,   this  watch  numbered  two  captains  and  eighteen  patrol- 
men . 

Finally,  in  1834,  City  Council  passed  an  ordinance  levying  a  tax 
on  property  owners  to  pay  for  the  salaries  of  these  men.     Thus  was  created 
a  true  "police  force"  under  direct  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city,  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  established  anywhere  in  the  world.  In 
1842,  a  day  watch  of  two  men  was  added  to  supplement  the  night  force.  In 
1855,  when  there  were  a  hundred  men  on  the  force  and  the  city's  population 
was  approximately  135,000,  three  detectives  were  appointed  for  special 
Investigation  work. 

From  the  earliest  date  the  city  watchmen  were  under  the  authority 
of  the  various  town  or  city  marshals.     In  1859,   the  position  of  City  Marshal 
was  abolished  and  that  of  Chief  of  Police  created.     This  latter  title  was 
changed,  in  1873,  to  that  of  Superintendent  of  Police. 

All  appointments  and  dismissals  of  police  personnel  from  the  begin- 
ning were  on  a  political  basis,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayors  in  office.  In 
1886,  however,  a  non-partisan  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  was  established 
by  state  law  to  take  over  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  force 
from  the  Mayor,  with  selection  on  a  merit  basis  from  a  non-political  eligi- 
ble list  as  the  requisite  for  appointment  or  promotion. 

In  1903,  a  Board  of  Public  Safety  was  formed  by  a  merger  of  the 
Boards  of  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners.     At  this  time  the  position  of  Chief 
of  Police  was  re-established.     Six  years  later,  however,  in  1909,  the  Board 
of  Public  Safety  was  abolished,  and  a  Director  of  Public  Safety  was  appointed 
to  assume  charge  of  the  police,  fire,  welfare,  and  other  safety  functions. 

In  1910,   the  merit  system  of  appointments  and  promotions  was  fort- 
ified by  the  passage  of  the  present  Civil  Service  Law,  the  formation  of  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  appointment  of  a  Civil  Service  Examiner.  The 
population  of  Cincinnati  was  then  363,591  and  the  649  men  on  the  police 
force  patrolled  49  square  miles,  the  approximate  area  of  the  city  at  that 
time . 


Because  of  the  increasing  use  of  fingerprint  records,  the  Bertil- 
lon  Department,  which  was  established  in  1892,  became  the  Bureau  of  Identi- 
fication in  1912.     The  year  1913  witnessed  the  discard  of  the  horse-drawn 
vehicles  and  the  motorization  of  the  patrol  wagon  service,  together  with  the 
use  of  motorcycles  for  traffic  patrol.     By  1920  the  city  had  grown  to  401,247 
and  the  police  force  consisted  of  696  men. 

On  January  1,  1926,  the  City  Charter  form  of  government  was  inaug- 
urated, placing  the  police,  together  with  all  other  executive  branches  of 
the  municipal  service,  directly  under  the  control  of  the  City  Manager.  In 
1930  the  position  of  Director  of  Safety  was  restored  and  the  force  estab- 
lished as  the  Division  of  Police  of  the  Department  of  Safety. 

In  1927  the  number  of  police  districts  was  reduced  from  ten  to 
seven.     The  control  of  all  traffic  matters  was  removed  from  the  districts 
and  placed  under  the  command  of  a  Superintendent  of  Traffic.     Also,  in  this 
year,  a  teletype  system  of  inter-communication  was  installed,  and  the  pres- 
ent style  of  uniform  with  the  .38  caliber  revolver  was  adopted. 

In  1928,   the  motor  patrol  of  beats  in  outlying  districts  replaced 
the  foot  patrol  and  the  force  was  completely  motorized.     During  this  same 
year  the  uniform  crime  reporting  procedure  was  introduced  and  a  centralized 
Bureau  of  Records  was  established.     In  1930  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported 
the  City's  population  as  451,160.     There  were  then  662  names  on  the  police 
payroll . 

Communication  was  considerably  improved  in  1931  by  the  establish- 
ment of  Station  X  and  the  completion  of  tne  police  radio  installation,  which 
had  been  begun  in  1930.     Also  in  1931,   the  City  Retirement  System  was  estab- 
lished, replacing  the  Police  Relief  Fund  for  members  who  chose  to  join  and 
for  all  recruited  thereafter. 

In  1933  the  city-wide  Safety  Patrol  was  formally  established  and 
in  1934,  with  the  number  of  deaths  from  vehicular  accidents  constantly 
increasing,  the  first  unit  of  an  accident  investigation  squad  was  added. 
In  1936  the  Traffic  Accident  Investigation  Squad  was  formally  organized  with 
especially  selected  and  trained  men  in  motor  cars  equipped  with  cameras, 
measuring  tapes,  road  flares,  first  aid  kits,  etc. 

A  noteworthy  addition  to  the  police  activities  was  also  made  in 
1934  when,  with  the  formation  of  the  Institute  of  Legal  Medicine,   the  Police 
Crime  Laboratory  was  established.     Located  in  the  Pathological  Building  of 
the  Cincinnati  General  Hospital  and  equipped  with  ballistic,  x-ray,  poly- 
graphic,  photographic,  microscopic  and  other  equipment,  its  operation  united 
the  efforts  of  the  police,   the  Hospital  and  the  University  of  Cincinnati  in 
alleviating  crime  and  apprehending  criminals. 

Effective  January  1,  1936,   Central  Station  was  established  at  City 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  centralizing  at  one  point  instead  of  seven  the  reg- 
istration and  detention  of  all  persons  arrested.     1937  saw  the  greatest  flood 
in  the  city's  history,  when  the  Ohio  River  rose  to  an  unprecedented  crest  of 
80  feet.     The  police  personnel  in  this  year  numbered  714,   the  population  of 
the  city  was  473,421  and  its  area  approximately   72  square  miles.  Together 
with  the  adjacent  cities  and  villages,  the  region  known  as  Greater  Cincinnati 
comprises  a  metropolitan  area  with  a  population  of  nearly  850,000.     The  fron- 
tier town  of  149  years  ago  has  grown  into  one  of  the  world's  great  cities.
